$0,000,000 gallons in the last two
years, more than 20,000,000 in excess
of the demand,

Digtillers #ay W tremendous impe
tus was given the production of Kan-
tucky bourbon by the pure food rul
ings a8 to what constitutes real
whisky, and many increased ihe cas
pacity of thelr plants In anticipation
of & big demand. The overthiow ol
Dr. Wiley's conclusions later cit into
the .consumption of ageing whisky.
Jobbors all over the country, they say,
practically have ceased buying nny
thing younger than 1910°s, und when
they buy goods of older Inspeéction
the purchases are altogether for lm-
mediate wants,
